CUTHBERT COLLINGWOOD, Lord CoLLINOWOOD, of 

Caldboume and Hethpole, in Northumberland, a Vice- 
Admiral of the Red, and Major-General of Marines, 
bom in 1750; married Sarah, daughter and co-heir of 
John Erasmus Blackett, Esq. Alderman of Newcastle 
upon Tyne, by whom he had issue, Sarah, Mary, and 
Patience. 

His Lordship, having entered into the Royal Navy at 
a very early age, was, June 17, 1775, advanced to the 
rank of Lieutenant ; on March 22, L780, was made Post-

His right hand rests upon an altar or 
pedestal, and grasps a roll ; at the foot of the pedestal 
lies a volume, inscribed "Magna Charta"; behind the 
figure is seen a curile chair, underneath which are placed 
the fasces and scales, in allusion to die senatorial and 
magisterial functions of the deceased, whilst a military 
standard, on the top of which is a lion, is seen leaning 
against the pedestal ; above the standard hangs a shidd 
charged with the £imily arms. Quarterly, 1st and 4th

2nd and Srd argent, three 
cocks heads erased sable, combed and wattled gules, for 
White. On an escutcheon of pretence, argent, on a 
chevron between three hunting horns sable, stringed of 
the same, and garnished or, as many mullets of the last, 
for Colbome.

f] tN elegant gothic monument to 
the memory of Col. Bewicke, of 
Close House, was, this week, 
erected in St. Nicholas' church, 
in this town, by Mr Baily,

On a pedestal, to which tliere is 
an ascent by steps, is a full length of the Colonel, in a 
silting posture (a capital likeness) supported by a Female, 
whose hand he grasps. A figure of Hope stands in'front,
